(Chazanim were made at a social function held by 
the Association of the Federation of Synagogues 
Chazanim, which was attended by presidents and 
other representatives of various synagogues. 

Ihe President of the Association, the Rev. A 
Gotheb, said. the main grievance was that a Chazan 
received no pension even if he served 30, 40, o1 
even SO years. 

The Rev. A. J. Liberman stressed that (1): the 
( hazan should be given a proper Siatus in the affairs 
of the Jewish Community—that he should be given 
the same right to yisit hospitals as his United 
Synagogue colleague; (2) he should be afforded a 
decent living -in place of a Starvation wage; 
(5) provision should be made for his retirement. 

Mr. M. Cooper, President of the Great Alice 
Street Synagogue, urged Presidents of the syna- 
gogues to take out insurance policies for those 
Chazanim who were still young.

Che Military Commander of Jerusalem, Brigadier 
J. G, Bedford Roberts, broadcast on Monday night 
announcing early relaxation of certain security 
measures imposed on the city several months ago. 
A number of Jewish-owned cinemas, restaurants, 
cates, and bars are shortly to be in bounds to the 
(TOOps again. 

Brigadier Bedford Roberts appealed to the Jewish 
Public to show a better understanding of the troops, 
who were serving in difficult conditions, only going 
to bed once in every two nights, as they were 
pulling in twenty-four hour “ round-the-clock ” 
spells of duty. 

He said that the troops had no concern with 
Politics, and invited the public having complaints 
*eainst the troops’ behaviour to report to the 
authorities who would investigate their complaints.

LATVIAN RABBI ATTACKS 
SWEDISH JEWRY 


“ Opposed Rescue of Nazis’ Victims ” 
\From our Correspondent 


Grave charges of indifference and even opposi- 
ion to the rescue of Jews facing Nazi Gdomunation 
were levelled against Swedish Jewry by Rabbi Dr. 
Mordecai Nurok, formerly of Riga, Latvia. and 
ow a member of the Executive of the World 
Jewish Congress m America, when he spoke in 
Jerusalem recently. 

Rabbi Nurok said that the Swedish Munister fo 
social Welfare. Niestrém, confirmed to him 
during a conversation that the Stockholm Jewish 
Lommunity had opposed the grant of permission 
to Jews to enter Sweden from the Baltic countries 
because “this might provoke large-scale ant! 
Semitism in the country.”” The same statement was 
made by the Minister, Rabbi Nurok added, when 
ne was challenged in the Swedish Riksdag by a 
member on the measures being taken by the 
Government to rescue Jews. 

A particularly shameful act, alleged Dr, Nurok, 
was the refusal by communal leaders in Stockholm 


‘oO take responsibility, as requested by the Swedish 


Government, for the admission of S0 leading 
Jewish inhabitants of Riga, including Professor 
“mon Dubnow. the famous historian, in Wansi to 
Palestinew When the British Consul left Riga in 
1940, 100 Jews there had immigration certificates 
‘or Palestine, and copies were left at the British 
Consulate at Stockholm. The Soviet occupation 
authorities agreed to permit 50, including Dr. 
Jubnow, to leave and M. Storch, one of the Riga 
Jewish leaders. sou ht the permission of the Stock- 
holm authorities for the temporary sojourn of 
these people.

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COMMISSION APPOINTED 


THE Political Committee of the United Nations has 
announced its decisions on the composition and terms of 
reference of the special committee of inquiry on Palestine. 
This has followed after weeks of complicated mancuvring 
by the Great Powers, each of them seconded by an impres- 
sive array of supporters among the smaller States 


Both the composition of the fact-finding commission and 
its terms of reference are as favourable as one could expect. 
Ihe subjective element is removed, as far as is hu nanly 
possible, by the appointment of representatives of eleven 

neutral States to the commission—neutral in the sense 
that they have no direct interest in the political ‘and 
strategic factors which make so thorny a problem of the 
Middie East Neither the Gireat Powers nor the Arab 
States could justifiably have sought representation on such 
an mvestigating committee, the former because of their 
particular interests and responsibilities—-and prejudices 
in the whole area, and the latter because of their attempts to 
prejudge the issue in their own favour and especially 
hecause one of the most. afllected parties, the Jews, have 
legally no standing in the United Nations Assembly 


Satisfaction will be felt at the breadth of the terms ofl 
reference It is impossible to divorce the question of! 
Palestine and the Jews from the urgent problem of the 
final disposal of the Jewish displaced persons and reiugees 
in Europe, and it is therefore right and proper that the 
commission. be instructed to “ investigate all questions and 
issues bering on the problem of Palestine. The meclusion, 
in this connection, also of an instruction to give the most 
careful consideration to the religious interests in Palestine 
ot Islam, Judaism, and Christianity which was urged par- 
ticularly by the South American Catholic States, ts further 
to be welcomed Ihis is a recognition not only of the 
spuitual factor in the problem, which ts too often over- 
looked, but also of the interests of each of the three 
communities involved, which was previously stressed by 
the Anglo-American Committce 


[he pace at the Assembly was originally set by the 
five Arab States, who tried to decide the issue a priori 
by pressing their resolution, both in the Assembly and 
before the Political Committee, to grant Palestine 1im- 
mediate independence, which would turn the country into 
yet another Arab State One salutary result of Arab 
intransigence, however, was the comparison it proferred 
with the dignified and united Jewish representation by 
the Jewish Agency before the United Nations and the able 
presentation of the Jewish case by Rabbi Hillel Silver.

COMMONWEALTH JEWRY. 


IN the country’s loyal and affectionate welcome home to 
the Royal Family, after the completion of their historic 
tour in South Africa, the Jewish Community joins whole- 
heartedly. Ihe Royal progress throughout the vast sub- 
continent was followed with the deepest admiration and 
gratitude, and the visit’s contribution to the promotion of 
fellowship and mutual understanding among all sections 
ol His Majesty’s subjects must prove far-reaching. The 
ties Of a common membership of the Empire have been 
immensely strengthened through the contacts established 
by the King and Queen and the Princesses, who have—as 
Viscount Samuel happily expressed it in the House of 
Lords this week-—-ever remained “ human, accessible, and 
sympathetic.” Readers of this newspaper will have noted 
with particular pleasure the many. occasions on which 
South African Jewry, both officially and personally, has 
been able to take part in the mémorable events of the 
Royal visit. This pleasure has a profound underlying 
significance. For, both.at home and overseas, there is an 
ever-increasing awareness of the need for strengthening in 
every way the bonds of union between the Jewries of 
Britain and the Commonwealth. The subject is discussed 
by a contributor to our columns this week, and it is useful 
to indicate certain of its important aspects and implications. 


Anglo-Jewry has played a great and historic part in the 
annals of our people. It has built up noble traditions of 
thought and action, which can still render inestimable 
service to the world. But, with the changes and develop- 


ments of the present century, the Jews of Britain no longer 
wield their earlier predominating influence. In this respect 
the leadership has now largely passed to our brethren in the 
U.S.A Yet British Jewry still occupies a position of 
special importance in the Jewish world. From. our 
proximity to the Continent, as well as from our intimate 
association with the Mandatory Power tor Palestine, we 
have unique Opportunities and responsibilities. Relying 
On ourselves alone, we cannot adequately discharge our 
obligations. But our ideals are fortunately shared by 
fellow-Jews in the great Dominions overseas. 
support and collaboration—and not otherwise—we shall 
be enabled to continue the transmission of a heritage which 
none of us would willingly let dies At the same time, the 
desire to develop closer relations and greater co-operation 
with the Mother Country has been independently and spon- 
taneously expressed by numerous representatives of Com- 
monwealth Jewry. Distinguished visitors from. overseas 
have, in recent interviews published in these columns, 
strongly voiced that sentiment 


From both Britain and overseas, therefore, comes a 
mytwal demand for the cultivation of closer contacts. Mere 
wishful thinking will not bring about results. The chet 
and practical lead must obviously come from this country. 
Ihere would seem to be three main directions in which 
lruitiul relationships could be established: first, in the 
sphere of internal and domestic politics, where parallel 
acuiion might advantageously be taken at home and over- 
seas; secondly, where joint activity would be advisable in 
cultural and educational effort: and thirdly; in the field of 
external affairs, where joint representations might be 
required im political and economic fields. Each may be 
briefly considered in turn 


With regard to the representation of British Jewry in 
official matters affecting their relationship to Government, 
the Board of Deputies has an unrivalled authority and 
experience. It is the most generally recognised mouthpiece 
of Anglo-Jewry in all domestic issues. Similar institutions, 
though necessarily of far later origin, exist in the 
Dominions The South African Jewish Board of Deputies 
may be regarded as a fully-fledged body, which has done, 
and is still doing, much admirable work. he Canadian 
Jewish Congress is also a well-established institution with 
an excellent record. In Australia, the Jewish Representa- 
tive Council still more. or less an infant, and New 
Zealand ts now exploring the possibilities of a like unified 
organisation. Each of these. bodies would benefit. enor- 
mousily from the closer counsel of its British prototype. 
And Anglo-Jewry would also gain much from intimate 
association with the fresh vigour and energy of the life 
overseas. The benefits of mutual consultation must surely 
be obvious. Such an issue as that of the Chief Rabbinate 
is but One-of many which involve the welfare of the Jewries 
of the whole Empire 


Secondly, there arise questions, chiefly of a cultural and 
educational character where scope is allorded for amal- 
gaimated, rather than parallel, action. In this field, there 
appear to be particular opportunities of usefulness awaiting 
the Anglo-Jewish Association. That body has a long and 
illustrious record of work in the support of Jewish schools 
in the Orient and North Africa. It has promoted, often in 
unfavourable surroundings, an understanding and appre- 
cluon of the true values of Judaism, and of Western 
civilisation. It would tulfil a useful task uf it utilised tts 
specialised knowledge and technique in this field, so as to 
make them available in the British Commonwealth. 
Dominion Jewries, of course have their own educational 
systems, but there ts a noticeable lack of exchange of ideas 
and discussion of common. problems 


thirdly, combined representations would olten be no 
less advantageous in matters of foreign policy allecting the 
welfare of Jews outside the Empire’ The interests of the 
Diaspora have to be safeguarded as well as those of 
the Yishuv Just as the Jewish Agency is responsible for the 
latter, sO some specific body must be concerned with the 
former. This task appears to have been taken upon itself 
by the World Jewish Congress, of which there is a British 
Section, and to which the Canadian Jewish Congress, 
among other bodies, ts affiliated In its present form, 
the W.J.C. has frequently aroused justifiable criticisms in 
many quarters. But, in face of the troubles of the Jews in 
general, there is clearly room for such a body as this. Given 
a proper orientation and a reorganisation of the W.J-C.., 
Commonwealth Jewry, with its distinctive outlook, has an 
important contribution to make

fHe Wiener Library (Jewish Central Information Office), 
concerning which we published a detailed account last week, 
is of Outstanding importance for Jewish communal work. The 
maintenance of this unique collection of books and documents 
ranks as a primary need of our times. Its carefully classified 
information, kept continuously up to date, is absolutely indis- 
pensable for everyone occupied with Jewish public work. The 
invaluable resources of this institute, housed in London. must 
be preserved. Its yearly budget, however, is the comparatively 
small sum of £4,000. Nevertheless, the letter which we publish 
this weck from Professor Brodetsky, Mr. Leonard Montefiore, 
and Mr. Leonard Stein, reveals that only half of this amount is 
at present covered by grants and membership fees. The appeal 
which our correspondents make for increased financial support 
for the institution must surely meet with a quick response.

distinctive and romantic contribution to Jewish history. Only 
very lately have the varied groups which comprise Mexican 
Jewry attained any degree of unity with each other.

back to their cage after their work. The birds 
were tiny; some with a bright plumage and only 
for show; the others who actually performed 

grey, inconspicuous ones. On the diminutive cages 
were written their names. How great was our 
surprise when on one of them we saw: “ Adonai °' 
Adonai was small and brownish, but he was the 


cleverest of them all, for not only did he pick out 


envelopes, but he took from his ister’s hand 
a microscopr top hat which he put with his 
claws on his own littl head. We found that the 
bird “Adonai” belonged to a Jewish master! 


Who could have suspected it from the appearance 
of that genuine Indian? When we observed that 
it required great skill to be able to train such a 
tiny creature to such a remarkable performance, 
the Indian Jew answered with the peculiar emphasis 
of the redskin. but with a humorous, Jewish sparkle 
in his eyes: “ As the man’s intelligence, such is the 
animals.” 

Until a few years ago, the various Jewish groups 


lived apart: and it is the merit of the Zionists 
to have brought them together. Active. directors 
of the Keren Kayemet and devoted “ Wizo”™ sup- 
porters have managed to build a solidarity of feel- 
ing among communities separated by their origin 
Now Jews of all kinds vie in zeal tor the common 
cause: they gather together in meetings, clubs and 
banquets: they are generous im their contributions: 
and they give, comparatively, even more than 
Americans and feel very close to Judaism. Thei 
Jewish sentiments, aroused by the war and the 
persecutions in other countries, which they happily 
escaped, is probably fostered by the 
they enjoy. 
Zionist Achievement 
It was not an easy wndertaking. especially to 


make women conscious of public respons:bilites in 
a Latin-American country: yet some leading char- 


acters succeeded in forming active groups where 
socrety and working women devote a great deal of 
well-organised energy to Zionist endeavours. Youth, 
(oo, 8 being tramed: and their national feeling 
is extremely strong despite their deep Mexican 
patriousm 

Jewish solidarity is demonstrated even among 
non-Zionists. The Ort-Ose organisations, for ex- 
ample, have obtained excellent results 
schools. homes, hospitals, and agricultural centres 
ire strongly supported, and they are constantly 
developing. Women play a great part in. thet
